FOUR OF INJURED 
CRITICALLY BURNED 


Disaster Is Third in Year. 

Others Were Destroyer 
Smash on Honda and 
Mississippi Blast. 


Norfolk, Va., October 21.—-Georz> 
Rn. Cholister, poutswain’s mate first 
class, Camden, N. J., died at the 
Naval Hospital Portsmouth, — this 
morning at 2:20 o'clock. Bennett Wi1l- 
Jiams, seaman second class, ia not 
expected to live through the night. 


Norfolk, Va.,. October 20.—Four | 
men—one of them an ensign—were | 
killed and 18 others injured in an ex- | 
plosion late today aboard the new. 
scout cruiser Trenton while at target 
practice off the Virginia capes. So 
great was the force of the explosion 
that an access door at the rear of the 
‘turret was opened and four men 
blown overboard. One, terribly burn- 
ed, never came to the surface. 

The dead, whose names were not 
made public by naval officials here 
for nearly eight hours after the ac- 
rident because of the care in cheeking 
the shiv’s list, and the delay-in trans- 
mission from the Trenton, anchored 
in Hampton Roads, were: 

Ensign Henry Clay Drexler, 
sex Beach, Del. 

Rowland Philip Hamson, 
first class, Soldier, Iowa. 

William Alfred Walker, 
first class. 

Bernard Beverly Bryan, 
second cless, Bristol, Conn. 

Four Critically Burned. 

Among the injured four were listed 
as critically burned and seven as se-, 
‘jously, but net eritieally. Eight of 
the injured were transferred from the 
cruiser to a navy tug °~a sent to the 
naval hospital at Portsmouth, the 
others being treated aboard ship. 

Some of the victims were so ter- 
ribly burned and blackened that iden- 
tification was well nigh impossible. 

Seaman Walker, one of the meu 
killed, went overboard and was 
drownea, 

A report from the Trenton tonight 
<aid that the cause of the explosion 
had aot been determined, that un- 
usual precautions had been taken. 
and that it was not believed to have 
been due to electrical trouble. 

“The forward twin mount was 
irnined to the beam. with guns at 
an extreme clevation,” said the mes- 
sage. “No shot had ‘been fired. Pow- 
der and shell were being hoisted in- 
to the turret, and afl safety precau- 
tions had been observed. 

“Tinusnual and exacting care had 
heen taken at every step, and at 
present it is believed the accident 
cannot be attributed to electrical? 
trouble. Immediately after the ex- 
plosion the access door in the rear 
of the turret was opened and four 
men fell overboard because of the 
overhang. Three were rescued. One 
apparently was badly burned and 
drosvned, but body was not recovered. 
The scout cruiser Raleich was search. 
ing for the body tonight.”

The dissolution is the climax of a 
parliarentary situation wherein che 
tri-party coalition headed by Marx, 
found itself unable to function with- 
out the support of other party blocs. 

Germany is squaring away for 
what virtually amounts to a test of 
popular feeling on the Dawes plan, 
although the government has formal- 
ly entered into the Dawes pact and 
passed the laws required to put the 
plan into operation. 

The nationalist, or pan-German 
group that contains a monarchial ele- 
nent, is the German party least will- 
ing to concede anything in the struz- 
gle to rebuild Europe.

Washington, October 20.—The sur- 
prise—at least it is a surprise to most 
—of this campaign is the strength of 
La Follette—not so much his strength 
in the form of states he will cafry or 
electors he will have, as in the size 
of his popular vote.

Text of Wire 
From Tumulty 


The full text of Joseph P.. Tum- 
ulty'’s telegram to The Constitution -in 
reply tc Governor Clifford Walker is 
as follows: 

‘Through. the columns of your valu- 
able paper my attention has been called 
to a speech deijivered by Governor 
Walker. of your state, on September 
23 at Kansas City before a convention 
of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
in which, with reference to the associ- 
ation of Woodrow Wilson and myself, 
he made the following surprising state- 
ment: 

“Tt is a different thing. an infinitely 
‘different thing when a Catholic sec- 
retary of a sympathetic president so 
manipulates the chicanery of politics 
that he will place in the center of eév- 
ery national war camp a Catholic 
church and drive utside of the border 
of that camp, on the back street, in the 
backyard, on the alleyways, every 
Presbyterian, every Methodist, every 
Baptist and every other Protestant 
church.’ 

‘This statement, in substance. 
charges that in my official relations 
with Woodrow Wilson religious preju- 
dice. and bias controlled me. When 
the first report of this speech reached 
me, at once. in fairness to Governor 
Walker. I frankly discredited it, be- 
lieving that out of the southland, whose 
chivalry and generosity I greatly ad- 
mire. no such base, uagcharitable and 
un-Christian utterance would come. 


“In patience and with forbearance, 
I awaited a disclaimer from the source 
which uttered it. Reluctantly, under 
pressure and ashamed, perhaps, of the 
diabolical character of the attack, an 
udmission of its authenticity finally 
came from Governor Walker. The 
honey words, ‘sickled over with a 
pale cast’ of tolerance, in which he saw 
fit to apparel his slanderous utterance, 
only exaggerate the mean, underhand 
character of all that he said. 
Defend’s Wilson’s Name. 


‘Woodrow Wilson is dead. He can- 
not speak in his own behalf. My love 
for him and my respect for his mem- 
ory bid me as a Roman Catholic, who 
for eleven years was intimately asso- 
ciated with him in the various crises of 

$ career, modestly to defand him, 

pecially when assassins of character 
from his own beloved southland seek 
by innuendo to tarnish the noble-rec- 
ord of his everlasting achievements. 

“The statement of Governor Walk- 
er regarding my alleged war activities 
in behalf of the Catholie church is an 
unqualified falsehood. No member of 
the church, neither a private in its 
ranks, nor a member of its priesthood, 
nor its hierarchy ever, by the slight- 
est suggestion, sought to control me 
in this'or any other matter. 


Only One Course Open. 


“In vain I read the speech of Gov- 
ernor Walker to find in it a single 
reservation or qualifying statement as 
to the charge so outrageously made. 
If this insinuation, reeking with intol- 
erance and lratred, had come from the 
irresponsible lips of an insignificant 
member of this un-American hooded 
band, which Governor Walker has

Describing Governor Clifford Walk- 
er’s references to the Catholic chureh 
and the late President Woodrow Wil- 
son in his Kansas City Ku Klux Klan 
speech as “deliberate falsehood,” Jo- 
seph P. Tumulty, secretary to Mr, 
Wilson, Monday night addressed a tel- 
egram to The Constitution, in which 
he scathingly arraigned the Georgia 
governor. 

Mr. Tumulty, who was in New 
York, charged that Governor Walker's 
speech, which was recently published 
in full in The Constitution, and which 
the governor has admitted he delivered 
before the national klonvocation of 
the Ku Klux Klan last month, was 
“a scurrilous attempt to asperse the 
memory of his late chief.” 

“If this insinuation,” Mr. -Tumul- 
ty’s wire said, “reeking with intoler- 
ance and hatred, had come from the 
irresponsible lips of an insignificant 
member of this un-American hooded 
band, which Governor Walker has 
seen fit clandestinely te associate 
with, I would have allowed it to pass 
unheeded and unwhipped of scorn, be- 
lieving that silence and contempt are 
the antidotes for ugly things like this, 
But when a statement of this charac- 
ter is solemnly made by thé chief ex- 
ecutive of a great state, there is but 
one course.” 

Demands Proof of Charges. 

Mr. Tumulty then denounced the 
utterances of Governor Walker before 
the supreme governing body of the 
klan as “deliberately false” and chal- 
lenged him to prove his charges before 
any tribunal of Protestant ministers 
the governor might choose. 

“Further.” said Mr. Tumulty, “£ 
wish to say to Governor Walker that 


I am willing to meet him face to fave 
in any part of Georgia and say to 
him in the presence of his own people 
that the charge that the Catholie 
church, in the slightest degree, in 
any way during my time in the white 
house, sought to influence my conduct 
in this or anv other matter, is de- 
libegately false.”’

Tried Lion and Lamb Sturt. 

During the legislation of the Dawes 
plan bills the position of the govern- 
ment was shown to be precarious. 
The nationalist leaders hemmed and 
hawed. First thev might support the 
bills, then they had decided not to. 
Finally the nationalists permtited 
Marx to carry the laws through the 
reichstag. but it was on their suf- 
ferance that he did so. 

At once the chancellor set ahout to 
extend the foundations of his govern- 
ment. The cabinet invited the soeial- 
ists and the nationalists to enter the 
government. This rather visionary 
project failed at once. 

The nationalists are reactionary; 
the socialist party is the political or- 
ganization of German labor. It is a 
moderate group far removed from rad- 
icalism. 

Crisis Long Drawn. 

Marx then turned to the national- 
ists but the leaders of the party de. 
manded at least four seats in the ced- 
inet in exchange for their own sup- 
port of Marx’s policfes. This Marx 
felt unable to grant and while he still 
was negotiating, a caucus of the demo- 
eratic party, which already belonged 
to the coalition, voted to withdraw if 
the nationalists were incorporated intg 
the government. 

Since then Germany has been in- 
volved in a wearying “crisis” that 
seemed certain to end in the election 
that al! party Jeaders hoped to avoid. 
There isn’t a party in the reichstag 
financially able to go into a nationy 
campaign and for this reason as much 
as any other the leaders seesawed on 
the political teeter as long as they 
dared before finally choosing the ob- 
yious course. 

Out of the election Marx hopes to 
obtain an adequate majority which 
would permit the consummation o 
his policies. The major issue he hopes 
to carry is the Dawes plan.

LABOR HAILS 
RULING AS VICTORY. 

Chicago, October 20.-—The decision 
of the supreme court today in the 
Michaelson case involving the ques 
tion of jury trial in contempt pro- 
ceedinzs was hailed by spokesmen fos 
organ:zed labor as a victory in their 
fight against what they term “judicial 
excesses.” 

Donald B. Richberg, counsel for 
several labor organizations and at- 
torney for the defense before the su- 
preme court in the Michaelson pro- 
ceedings, viewed the decision as mark- 
ing “the turn of the tide in the in.

“There is no question but that the 
result will be to diminish the abuses 
of injunctions issued out of the fed- 
eral courts in labor disputes,” Rich- 
berg said. 

The legal concept overthrown hy 
the decision, Richberg said, was the 
opinion long sustained in American 
practice that the power to punish for 
contempt was an inherent judicial 
power which brooked no interference 
by the legislative authority. The de- 
fense contention was that a jury frial 
in contempt cases was a_ constitu- 
tional guaranty. 


UNITED STATES TO AID 
ARGENTINE AIRMAN 


Washington, October 20.—-The state 
department today assured the Argen- 
tine embassy that the United States 
would afford every facility to Ma- 
jor Zanni, the Argentine world flier, 
while on American soil. Letters from 
governors of states along the rouie 
were forwarded to the embassy pledg- 
ing its cooperation, and a note from the 
interior department was inclosed, tell- 
ing of plans of the governcr of Alas- 
ka to render apy necessary assistance. 

Secretary Weeks, in a note transmit- 
ted to the embassy, declared the army 
air service had been instructed to 
extend every facility. The secretary 
pointed out that there are only two 
army air service stations along the 
route outlined in a previous Argen- 
tine note and sugested that the itiner- 
ary be changed so as to cover Cor- 
dova, Alaska; Prince Rupert, Seattle, 
Cheyenne, Wyo., Omaha.

‘To obviate the situation, the 
answer set forth, it was agreed to ad- 
just the controversies for use of gaso- 
line “cracking” patents by licensing 
the companies, so-called pooling agree- 
ments. They were not combinations in 
restraint of trade or commerce as 
charged by the government, the an- 
swer asserted, but on the contrary the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana “has 
endeavored to and has observed in let- 
ter and spirit the laws of the United 
States of America.” 

Owns 23 Patents. 

The defendant. company, according 
to the answer, owns 253 different, val- 
id United States patents forthe crack- 
ing process. Early in its experience 
in licensing other companies to use its 
patents, the answer said, there were 
restrictive clauses in the contracts as 
advised by its counselgfor the protec- 
tion of its busin <«s, b@ “all contracts 
containing the restri®tive provision” 
about the government complained, ex- 
pired more than six years before fil- 
ing the suit. Its licenses now, the 
company contended, ‘“‘are wholly free 
of limitation as to quantity of produc- 
tion, place of sale or price.” 
’ The gv-ernment’s charge that the 
“eracked” gasoline was not patentable 
was denied by the answer which set up 
that the “eracked” gasoline was some- 
thing new and useful, although in most 
characteristics similar to the “straight- 
run” gasoline. 

The company believed that some of 
ita licensees in using some of its pro- 
cesses have sold ‘‘cracked” gasoline in 
its territory in violation of their agree- 
ment in the contracts, but that it has 
never enforced the contract provision. 

After patenting its “Burton cracking 
process” in the United States, the com- 
pany obtained a similar patent in 
(anada, the answer said. At that time 
the Canadian patent act of 1906, ac- 
cording to the answer, contained the 
paragraph: | 


“If, after the expiration of twelve 


months, from the granting of a patent,

import or cause to be imported into 
Canada the invention for which the 
patent is granted, such patent shall be 
void as to the interest of the person 
or persons so importing or causing to 
be imported.” 
Denies Confirmation. _ 

Because of that legal restriction a 
corresponding restriction to protect its 
Canadian patents was inserted in its 
eontracts, the. answer set forth, and 
“that the said statute so in effect at 
the time of the execution of the said 
contract continued in full force and 
effect in the Dominion of Canada un- 
til the first day of September, 1923; 
that no occasion has arisen since Sep- 
tember 1, 1923, to modify or to change 
such contract and it, aceqrdingly, re- 
mains nominally in effect as originally 
executed. 

The answer denied that the Indiana 
company is,or has been a party to any 
pool or combination in restraint of 
trade or has made any contracts re- 
strieting trade beyond its lawful rights 
under its patents. On the contrary If 
averred the company has voluntarily 
adopted the policy of extending its pat- 
ent rights broadly to others, thereby 
sreatly increasing the quantity of mo- 
ter fuel produced and maintaining 
prices much lower than they would 
have been had it reserved its patented 
processes exclusively to itself as it 
might lawfully have done.

In 1920, over the pro- 
test of the postoffice department, congress 
granted another increase averaging about 
13 per cent. But by June 30. 1920, the 
cost of living had advanced again 17 
per-cent since the last day of 1919. Here 
again the increase granted did not equal 
the increased cost of living tor the sin- 
gie year, to say nothing of the great losses 
in other years. Iu other words, on June 
SU, 1920, the cost of living had gune up

Tell How To Fight 


Peach Tree Scale 


Fort Valley, Ga., October 20.—In a 
circular issued today by the bureaus « f 
entomology and plant industry of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, cooperating with the Georgia 
state board of entomology, directions 
for the use of lubricating oil e: ulsions 
in fighting the San Jose scale on 
peach trees, are explained by labora- 
tory exnerts. 

“Lubricating 0:1 emulsions, whether 
made from the boiled or cold pumped 
formulas, or purchased from manufac- 
turers,” says the cicular, “have proven 
effective for the control of the San 


Joe scale on peach trees, when used at 


a 2 per cent strength duri~g the dor- 
mant season. The bureau of entomolo- 
gy has had two years’ experience in 
the use of these emulsions on the same 
peach trees, and there has been ex- 
cellent control of the seale and no 
discernible injury to the buds, twigs 
or collars. 

Oil Formulae. ; 
_ Lubricating oil emulsion is prepared 
[rom one of the following formulas: 

Lhe boiled formula—Small quantity, 
red engine oil, or oil of similar grade, 
One gallon, water, 1-2 gallon, potash 
fishoil soap, 1 pound. Large quanti- 
ty. 50 gallons, 15 gallons, 30 pounds. 

‘When a small quantity is to be pre- 
pared the ingredients are placed in a 
kettle and boiled for a few minutes 
until the brown scum which forms on 
the top, has disappeared. The kettle 
should then be removed from the fire 
and the contents pumped twice under 
at least 60 pounds pressure while stil] 
hot. The emulsion prepared in this 
manner should be used shortly after 
it is made. 

“To make the boiled emulsion on a 
large scale the following equipment is 
necessary: 

Two 50-gallon barrels, one 300-gallon 
Storage tank, one all-metal triplex 
pump developing 250 pounds pressure, 
one 4-h. p. engine, one boiler, and nec- 
essary connections. This equipment 
would be of use only to growers with 
a large acreage or a group of growers 
with smaller acreages. : 

“‘When made on a large scale and 
pumped four times under high pres- 
sure the emulsion will hold up for sev- 
eral months. The method given for 
preparing large quantities of the emul- 
sion is similar to that employed by 
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lf of Georgia Youth

state. 

The development of the “Y” 
throughout the state has been steady 
during the past few years and the 
following figures show some of the 
growth. In 1919, there were 7,078 
members. This year the report shows 
18,289. Active association centers in 
1919 were 25.

In 1919, there were 46 men employed 
by the Y. M. C. A. This year the rec- 
ords show 71. 

In physical activities in 1919, there 
were reported 2,861 persons. The 1924 
reports shows 10,024. There were 
720 men giving voluntary service in 
1919.

“The ingredients are placed in a 50- 
gallon barrel and stirred, then the suce- 
tion hose is placed in the barrel and 
the motor started. Allow the ingredi- 
ents to be sucked through the pumps 
under pressure and out through the 
spray rods with discs removed inte 
another 50-gallon barrel. Repeat the 
operation until all materials have 
passed through the pump three times. 
Lubricating oil emulsion made from 


this formula will not hold up long and 
should be made daily as required.

Cedartown, Ga., October 20.— 
“Georgia needs less legislation of cer- 
tain kinds and more industrial de- 
velopments,” asserts Senator William 
W. Mundy, of the 38th district, in 
a statement prepared for The Asso- 
ciated Press, in which he urges Geor 
gia voters to study the eight pro- 
posed constitutional amendments, and 


to express themserves at the ballot 
box in the November general elec- 
tion. Senator Mundy is the author 
of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment which would provide “for ‘bien- 
nial sessions of the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly, instead of annual ses-

sions, 

Concerning the proposed constitu-! 
tionul amendment which, 
by the people, would provide for a 
60-day session in 1925, and the next 
session to fall in 1927, Senator Mun- 
dy says that it “is one of the eco- 
nomic measures and is the beginning 
of that saving which Georgia 60 
much needs.” 

In discussing the amendment, of 
which he is the author, Senator Mun- 
dy says: 

“Forty-two states of the United 
States have biennial sessions. Ala 
bama has quadrennial a The 
general assembly of South Carolina 
voted this year, as did Georgia, 
recommending biennial sessions. No 
doubt Georgia and South Carodlina 
both will ratify the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Governors Urge Measure. 

“T wrote 35 governors, to know 
whether biennial sessions were satis- 
factory. Practically every governor 
replied promptly that they much pre- 
ferred them to annual sessions. Sev- 
eral of the governors said there was 
a strong sentiment toward quadren: 
nial sessions. 

The governors of Georgia for sev- 
eral years have pleaded for the 
passage of this bill. Governors Dor- 
sey, Hardwick and Walker have fa- 
vored and recommended the passage 
of this amendment. The great ma- 
jority of men who have studied this 
question are convinced that annual 
sessions of the general assembly are 
unnecessary: they cause too frequent 
ehanges in the law, the enactment of 
too many new laws; spend too much 
money, create too many offices, and 
make too many appropriations, 

“The general assembly’ has _§ for 
vears levied taxes and made appro- 
priations to cover the revenue thus 
raised for biennial sessions. ‘Ina 
budget bill of 1922 specifically pro-\ 
vides that the budget 
shall report to the regular session of 
the general assembly ‘the estimated 
revenue and appropriations for the 
next biennium, that is» for two years. 
There will be no necessity for a reg- 
ular meeting of the general assem- 
bly in 1926. 

Annual Sessions Costly. 

“Annual sessions of the assembly 
are very expensive. Each session 
actually costs about $125,000. Fifty- 
one senators, and 206 members of the 
house, together with a large number 
of employees, could well afford to 
remain‘ at their respective places of 
business every other year. -The an- 
nual session disrupts business. 


“Annual sessions retard = indus 


trial progress and development of our! 


state on account of uncertainty of 
the frequent changes in the laws of 
the state. I believe the press of the 
state favors this law. If the propos- 
ed amendment is a good one, [ trust 
that the press, both daily and week- 
ly, will give due publicity to the facts 
in favor of this bill, and if it is a 
bad law that they will give the facts 
against it and illustrate in that ar- 
gument why the other 42 states in 
the union have made a mistake by 
enacting the laws and retaining it. 

“Tt seems to me that it would he 
unbecoming for anv’ taxpayer’. or 
business man in Georgia to criticis? 
the legislature hereafter on account 
of its expenses and increased taxes, 
if such party fails to go to the polls 
and vote for this amendment. Ev- 
ery voter in the state has an oppor- 
tunity in November to vote for this 
law or against it. 

“People of Georgia are now bnr- 
dened with taxes. I noticed a state- 
nent in newspapers recently made hy 
Mr. Fullbright, the state tax commi's- 
stoner, that in a great many counties 
the tax rate has been increased. 

‘Did you ever stop to think that 
the Georgia assembly, while it las 
annual sessions, is in regular session 
one-seventh of the time, and even if 
this amendment is passed, that the 
assembly will then he in regular zes- 
sion one-twelfth of the time.”

Washington, October 20.—The cost 
of living in the United-States increased 
nine-tenths of 1 per cent trom June 
to September of this year, although 
for the year period beginning With 
September, 1923, the general levei de- 
creased by the same amount. ‘These 
changes, set forth in a statement today 
by the bureau of labor statistics of 
the department of labor, disclosed a net 
general increase of 70.6 per cent from 
December, 1917, to September, 1924.

COTTON REPORT SYSTEM. 


The American Cotton association 
has placed Secretary Wallace on no- 
tice that it will inaugurate a fight 
before congress when it convenes in 
December to bring about “drastic 
changes and reforms” in the present 
cotton crop reporting activities of 
the government. 

It is proposed among other things 
to take the whole matter out of the 
hands of the department of agricul- 
ture and place it either in the de- 
partment of commerce or that of 
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a“ the postoffice. 
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It is also proposed to place all the 
force employed in collecting the 
statistics under civil service regula- 
tions to the end that greater effi- 
ciency may be obtained, and that the 
business may be entirely removed 
from the political area. 

The first proposal is ridiculous; 
the latter is sound. 

If the system of reporting the 
cotton crop, acreage, condition, gin- 
ning, etc., does not belong to the 


department of agriculture, to what, 


department of government does it 
belong? It would be just as con- 
sistent to divorce the parcel post 
system from the postoffice depart- 
ment, or the census division from 
the department of commerce. 

If the cotton reporting system 
cannot be satisfactorily revisied in- 
side the department of agriculture, 
it certainly cannot be outside of it, 


mental department. 
The point is, there is entirely too 
much effort to shift responsibility 


. . 
in the government service and to 


tear down one department In order 
to strengthen another. #67 years 
there has been a determined effort 


_ to take the forestry activities out 


of the departthent of agriculture; 
and yet the very basis of forestry 
promotion is reforestation, which is 
a Soil utilization, and an unmistak- 
ale function of the agricultural de- 
partment. 

What we need to do is to 
strengthen the agricultural depart- 
ment, which touches the individual 
more closely than any other in the 
government, and to get such revis- 
ions as needed in any subdivision 
activity in the organization accus- 
tomed and fitted to the work. 

Putting the force employed in 
collecting the cotton statistics under 
civil service is alright. . Politics 
should never enter into the service 
departments of government at the 
expense of efficiency. 

As to the necessity for a revision 
in the system of cotton reporting, 
there is no question. The Constitu- 
tion has directed attention to this 
necessity on a number of occasions. 
Guess work should be entirely elimi- 
nated. Cotton acreage should not 
be stated during the pre-planting 
season when experience has taught 
that there is always a heavy aban- 
donment. There should be no fore- 
cast of production before October 
4. The condition reports should be 
issued monthly instead of semi- 
monthly. The statistical position of 
cotton in commerce, handled by the 
census division of the commerce de- 
partment, should be made more 
explicit, and certainly more under- 
standable. 

In these matters we are thorough- 
ly in sympathy with the proposed 
campaign for changes; but not in 


the proposal to weaken the functions 
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of the department of agriculture.

In 
1896 he is accredited with having 
the republican party take the firm 
stand it did for a sound currency 
system, and in the exposure cf the 
Lorimer scandal he was equally as 
relentless in bringing out the facts, 
and in having Lorimer expelled 
from the senate. 

He made several attempts to 
enter New York journalism, offer- 
ing $2,000,000 in cash for the old 
New York Tribune on one occa- 
sion; and also endeavored to buy 
the New ‘York Times. He’ was 
never successful in getting the foot- 
hold in New York that he wanted, 
and for the past few years, in re- 
tirement, he enjoyed himself in rev- 
eling in the companionship of his 
multitude of friends. 


MEETS LABOR’S WISH. 

After John W. Davis, democratic 
candidate for president, in a state- 
ment issued at Nashville Sunday, had 
pointed out the great value of the 
Clayton act to the laboring man, 
the United States supreme court, in 
Washington, on Monday handed 
down a decision sustaining the con- 
Stitutionality of a clause in that act 
which provides that employees 
charged with contempt of court may 
demand trial by jury. 

Discussing the situation leading 
to the appeal and final decision, the 
Associated Press’ dispatches ex- 
plained: 

“The question had been brought be- 
fore the court by Sam Michaelson 
‘and others who had been employed by 
the Chicago, St. Paul and Omaha 
Railway company, and who claimed 
that under the Clayton act they were 
entitled to a trial by jury. 

“The federal district court for 
western Wisconsin held, and_ the 
seventh circuit court of appeals de- 
clared that part of the Clayton act 
which provided for trial by jury un- 
constitutional and found that the men 
had lost their standing as employees 
of the railroad when they went on 
strike and therefore were not within 
the provisions of the Clayton act, 
which applied only to employees.” 

The decision is of the widest pos- 
sible interest and importance, as the 
provision declared unconstitutional 
by the Wisconsin district court has 
called forth practically all of the 
criticism that organized labor has 
directed against this act in the past 
two or three years. 
court’s reversal of that decision 
restores the teeth to the act in that 
particular. 

The reference that Mr. Davis 
made to the act in his Nashville 
statement before he knew of the de- 
cision, and the gratifying strength 


it gives to the law. follows:

‘Odd Lot’ Cotton Gambling 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial 
in Frida@y’s Constitution warning the 
people against dealing with odd let 
cotton houses and dealing in cotton 
futures in less than one hundred bale 
units, is most timely. I know that 


this warning is needed, because an of- 
ficial of the New York stock exchange 
told me recently in New York that 
these houses were getting large sums 
of money mainly from the southern 
people. He asked me what we were 
doing to protect our people against 
these concerns, 

‘The Georgia securities law does not 
include within its scope dealers in 
commodities of any kind and conse- 
quently we have no supervision over 
these cases unless the dealers also of- 
fer securities. We have several times 
had our attention called to odd lot 
houses operating in Atlanta and have 
been instrumental in closing some of 
them when their fraudulent practices 
were disclosed to us. 

You are right in holding that those 
who deal with these houses are gam- 
bling. Both from a standpoint of 
morality and of opportunity of gain, 
a poker game is greatly to be pre- 
ferred. 

The newspapers can accomplish 
more in protecting the people against 
these transactions which are forbid- 
den by the criminal law of the state 
than any .other instrumentality. By 
editorials like the one referred to and 
by careful scrutiny of advertising, this 
business in Georgia can be eliminated.

When Hugo 
“Gnawed a Bone.” 


In that remarkable, passionate and 
soul-searching American chronicle, 
“Up Stream,” Ludwig Lewisohn 
draws a dismal picture of the hard- 
ship and misery he had to endure and 
the discrimination he had to experi- 
ence before recognition finally came 
his way. Though a comparison of 
literary achievements between Lew- 


isohn and Victor Hugo may be some- 
what far-fetched, the experience of 
both seems to confirm that the man 
who strives for independence of spirit 
must tread a thorny and rough path 
in life. Victor Hugo, that “sublime 
child,” who astounded the world at 
the age of 19, also lived in a dismal 
attic. His sufferings and privations 
were terribly acute. “Sometimes,” 
he wrote, “an embarrassed young 
man, carrying books under his arms, 
might be seen entering a butcher shop. 
He doffed his hat to the butcher with 
a profound bow and did the same to 
the butcher’s boy as he asked for a 
mutton chop. Sweat stood in beads 
on the brow of this young man ag he 
waited for his crop, paid 6 or 7 sous 
for it, put it (wrapped in paper) be- 
tween two books and then went home.

000 bales, the price reacted 4 or 5 
cents, or some $250,000,000 enhance- 
ment in prospective value. The next 
bureau reduced its estimate 100,000 
bales, and yet instead of a further ad- 
vance, a decline has come about that 
wiped out $250,000,000 value. It is) 
not unus.al at all.for a price varia- | 
tion of 1 cent to occur, a mere baga- 
telle of $60,000,000. The pace is too 
swift for the little grower. 

Now the grower may know that price 
is helow productive costs, as compe- 
tent authorities assert and his own 
slender purse attests; that there will 
be a demand for every pound of cot- 
ton, and that old Mrs. Weevil is 
still on the job to see that production 
is kept below 150 pounds per acre; 
that such erratic and violent fluctua- 
tions are unreasonable and uncalled 
for; that cotton products are always 
fairly stable in price, and tnat the con- 
sumer of cotton products generally 
pays a price which would appear to 
include a fair value for the raw eot- | 
ton: that all conditions warrant him. 
a remunerative price. And yet, he is| 
powerless to protect what he conceives | 
to be a legitimate interest. The price) 
is made without reference to his riews. | 
and his only influence as a price- 
naming factor is, how much he brings 
to market and how rapidly. 


Is that a desirable status for a peo- 


* 


ple and section possessing one of the 
zreatest natural assets? Isn’t it high 
time that the cotton-growing interests 
(and that means, of course, banking 


_and business interests as well as the 


actual growers) get behind this 
great asset to conserve its value to the 
section. and move at least one end of 
the pricing machinery a little nearer 
home? 

Can it be done, and how? 

Let us imagine that one man of fair 
business ability owns and controls 40 
per cent of this crop; that he has it 
stored, insured and financed for a year 
if necessary. Can anyone believe that 
his cotton would sell under the cost of 
production? I think that rather. his 
position would dominate price trend on 
the exchanges and add to the sales 
valne of the entire crop. 

Then what is the means by which 
the growencan place himself in a more 
desirable position to merchandise his 
cotton at a fair valuation? Simply for 
enough growers to form themselves 
into a composite agency (or pool their 
cotton together under one selling agen- 
cy) to control a_ requisite propor- 
tion of cotton output. say 30, 40 or 
oO per cent: store, insure, finance for 
gradual selling as consumption re- 
quires. with intelligent merchandising 
methods. Such a position would not 
only place the members of this compos- 
ite arrangement as a dominant mar- 
ket factor, but tend to stabilization of 
price, and render a more satisfactory 
status for the cotton mannfacturing 
industry and the various distributors 
of cotton products. 

The eotton cooperatives already han- 
dle 10 per cent of production on such 
hasis: they have demonstrated that 
it is entirely practical and workahle 


te set up such a business machine for 


the marketing of cotton on sound eco- 
nomic principles and good merchandis- 
ing methods. But they must handle 
na larger volume to reap the full bene- 
fits of a sound business system de- 
signed to conserve the growers’ inter- 
est, and bring our southland the rich 


jnerement that is right and reasona-

WHEN THE CRACKERJACK’S 
IN BLOOM 


The latest echo of the familiar old 
song of the fishwives ““When Johnny 
Asks for Candy It’s a Sure Sign He's 
Got Worms,” comes from a state 
that has never yet had a song writ- 
ten about it, and probably never will 
now. Miss Lydia J. Roberts, a nutri- 
tion worker, of the University of 
Chicago, renders the solo. Miss 
Roberts does not indorse the senti- 
ment of the older song; she does 10% 
list worms among the casualties that 
can be charged against an excess of 
sweets, but there is one false note 
in her rendition, as it sounds to me, 
which kills any chance the piece 
might have had to gain popularity. 
“No Candy, Poor Kiddy, Today,” 
would have been an appropriate title 
for the Roberts effort. Had _ she 
meant to sing the praises of cracker- 
jack the title of the pieces should 
have been different. 

“Postpone as long as you can the 
day when the child gets his first 
piece of candy,” advises Miss Hob- 
erts. She backs this up with every 
argument she can muster (it may he 
found in the July number of Hy- 
geia) against cane sugar or glucose. 
The strongest argument she offers is 
that the source of glucose or sugar 
which the body needs may be the 
starch in bread, cereals and potatoes, 
or the various forms of sugar in 
fruits, vegetables and milk, for the 
body can easily manufacture its own 
kind of sugar (glucose) from any of 
these as it can from cane sugar. 

That strikes me as a mere attempt 
to find physiological support for a 
bias or prejudice against cane sugar. 
Miss Roberts is not alone in her po- 
sition, however, for a lot of the old 
fogies in medical practice and even 
some of the younger baby specialisis 
still harbor a similar prejudice, in 
the face of science, one might say. 

Miss Roberts unblushingly lends 
dignity to another bit of unscientific 
prejudice about cane sugar and candy 
containing it. gShe devotes two para- 
graphs to the vain attempt to explain 
“why candy makes poor teeth.” Of 
course candy containinz nothing but 
sugar does not supply the material 
necessary for the building of teeth— 
calcium phosphate, vitamins, and so 
on. But neither does any of the 
other sugars which Miss Roberts 
would approve of. If our purpose is 
to provide material for making teeth, 
candy will never meet the require- 
ments. But let us not twist and turn 
that fact. into a hint ‘that candy 
harms the teeth of a child, for any 
one with any knowledge of the sub- 
ject of hygiene knows or should 
knov. that there is nothing but fancy 
to warrant the ancient teaching that 
candy “rotted” the teeth. 

“Crackerjack, ice cream cones and 
such material, eaten indiscriminately 
and especially between meals, are 
preferable to candy in that they fur- 
nish some of the needed food ma- 
terials that candy does not and thus 
more nearly take the place of the 
foods they displace, but on the whole 
they have the same effect as candy 
in that they unbalance the _ diet, 
spoil the appetite and crowd out 
more important foods,’ Miss Roberts 
avers, 

All the “needed food materials” 
you can get in crackerjack or in ice 
cream cones but not in candy will 
upset your dietary balance 
seriously. 

Miss Robherts’ condemnation of 
candy wopid have been more telling 
wit'eer+ the references to the teetn 
the apparent prejudice against 
the best of all sugars.

Cave Man Ruled 
By Better Half, 
T hisW oman Says 


New York, October 20.—‘“The cave 
man was a poor dumb beast who iet 
his mate—his wife—do his thinkinz 
for him.” 

This was the conviction expressed * 
today by Mrs. George C. McCurdy, 
anthropologist and explorer, as siie 
and her husband, professor of pre- 
historic research at Peabody museum, 
Yale university, returned on tie 
steamship Orbita after a summers 
work abroad. 

“From my investigation in 14 F- 
ropean museums and in many excav‘- 
tions I doubt very much that the cave 
man was the boss, after all,” Mrs. 
McCurdy declared. ‘‘Women evident- 
ly displayed the earliest signs of in- 
telligence. It was natural that thev 
should for theirs was the drudgery of 
the camp and they had more time to 
think, 

“Men research workers hold that 
the beautiful prehistoric paintings and 
drawings were the work of cave men. 
I’m convinced that the best of them 
were done by cave women. 

“TI believe, furthermore, that wom- 
en occupied a position of greater ‘m- 
portance in the life of the family and 
tribe ‘than they do today. In pre- 
historic days motherhood was ven- 
erated as the salvation of the race, 
Today it is a secondary matter.” 

Dr. McCurdy declined to comment 
upon the views put forth by his wife. 
As she is an anthropologist in good | 
standing, she is entitled to her own 
theories, he said. 

He- went abroad last spring and 
as director of the American school 
of prehistoric research explored the 
recently unearthed “rock shelter” near 
Bordeaux and other excavations near 


Lyons. 

Especially significant, said Dr. Me- 
Curdy, was the discovery by his 
party of a deposit containing the 
bones of small horses. They indi- 
cated that horse flesh, “considered a 
delicacy in France today,” was the 
principal meat of the cave man, he 
believed. 

Stowed in a vest pocket, Dr. M-- 
Curdy brought back with him a 
spear-shaped instrument of yellowed 
rock crystal which men of the 
Neanderthal period had used as a hide 
scraper.

A 
distinguished group of Poles came to 
Vevey especially to accompany the 
body home to Warsaw. The author’s 
casket was borne to the railway sta- 
tion to the strains of Chopin’s “Funer- 
al March.” 

At the afternoon ceremonies at the 
museum addresses were delivered by 
Professor Gonzague de Reynold, of 
Berne university, and Jean de Modzel- 
ewski, Polish minister to Switzerland.

Patrick B. Delany, 79, inventor for 
many years &nd associate of Thomas 
A. Edison, died last night atter ven 
days’ illness from heart trouble. 

He was the inventor of over 200 
major devices, most of which wege of 
an electrical nature. His inventions 
included a precious metal detector, 
the use of which resulted in the loca- 
tion and recovery of $30,000.000 in 
gold and silver from the sunken liner 
Laurentic off the coast of Ireland re- 
cently. This device also was used 
during the past year by a wrecking 
company for the recovery of $300,000 
worth of copper ingots from the mud 
of New York bay. 

Mr. Delany was awarded gold 
medals for his electrical inventions at 
the Buffalo. exposition in 1901 and 
at the St. uis exposition in 1904. 
A major electrical invention of his 
is the synchronous multiplex telegra- 
phy, which allows the transmission 
of six messages on one wire and 
which won.him a gold medal and 
diploma at the International Inven- 
tions’ exhibition in London in 1S85.

“Most citizens will desire to cast 
not only a conscience vote but an 
effective vote,” he said. 

A vote in favor of the candidacy 
of La Follette, Mr. Cummings stated 


in his prepared address, “is neces~ 
sarily but a futile gesture,” persua- 
sive as his appeal may be “to many 
citizens dissatisfied with the course 
of public events and suspicious of 
politicians and political parties in 
general.”

In a final attempt to establish the 
validity of the segregation section of} 
Atlanta’s zoning ordinance, City At- 
torney James L. Mayson Monday ask- 
el a reargument in the cast of Mrs. 
tenet 
Annie Mae Bowen and Luther Crit- 
tle, negro, against the city of Atlanta. 


In a decision handed down last week, 
the supreme court ruled that the sezg- 
regation section was unco astitutienal, 
and granted an injunction prevent.rg 
the city from forcing Crittle te move 
from 1 section which had been zoned 
for white residences, 

Mr. Mayson based his plea on the 
fact that the decision failed te cover 
points raised by him during the argu- 
ment, and contended that the case on 
which the decision was based was not 
similar to the one being tried. 

If the motion for reargument is de 
nied, that particular section of the 
zoning erdinance which prohibits ne- 
groes from residing in certain sections 
will he invalid. 

In the case in question, Mrs. Bowen 
rented property at 42 Chickamauga 
avenue to Crittle, who later was or- 
dered tu move by the citv building in- 
spector. Crittle sought an injunction 
to restrain city authoritiee from fore- 
ing him to move,. but the petition was 
denied :n Fulton superior court. How- 
ever that ruling was reversed by’ the 
supreme court in the decision render- 
ed last week. Several similar test 
cases sre now pending in the courts. 

Despite the adverse court decision, 
city council Monday passed — several 
amendine:ts to the zoning ordinance 
which restricts negroes in certain sec- 
tions, including a block on Simpson 
near Tyler street. The change was 
approved by the city 
mission, but adversed by the 
nance committee.

the concert overture and Beethoven es- 
tablished the freer dramatic style. The 
medley overture, the succession of 
tunes from an opera began in England. 
The concerto originally was the term 
applied to almost any kind of concert- 
ed music. The real inventor of the 
concerto, as an instrumental concerted 
form, was Torelli in 1686. The cen- 
tral idea of the concerto is the dis- 
play of a solo instrument, or sometimes 
more than one. There are concertos 
for almost every instrument, even for 
the kettle drums, but the piano con- 
certo is the most suceessful and the 
most numerons.

have recently entered upon an epoch 
in which by international agreement 
our navy assumes a new relationship 
to the problem of seapower in the 
world. Under the terms ef the Wash- 
ington conference, the leading sea 
powers have united in the agreement 
that the United States is entitled to 
maintain a navy equal to that of any 
uther power.’ 

“In the language of old Ethan AI- 
len, when did we need an agreement 
with any power to maintain a navy 
such as we desired? By agreement 
we are now ‘entitled to maintain a 
navy equal to that of any other 
power.’ 

“T read on: “ “Thus we are assured 
of a naval rank second to none, while 
at the same time, under the provisions 
for military operations in naval arm 
aments, this rank is assured to u: 
without engaging in a competition of 
maritime construction, and at a less 
cost than would have been possible 
under the old regime of competitive 
building.’ 

Assurance Questioned. 

“By these agreements we are ‘as- 
sured of a naval rank second to none.’ 
I wonder if that is. true? For not- 
withstanding these agreements, not 
withstanding tiat other powers have 
asserted that we are entitled to main- 
tain a naval equal to theirs, the fact 
is as the secretary of the navy says, 
ihat we are grossly inferior today to 
Great Britain, and barely equal to 
Japan. And it takes something more 
than a paper agreement to assure a 
naval equal to that of any other pow- 
er. Now. I do the president this cred- 
it—of believing that he really did not 
understand the import of that lan- 
guage. 

“TI cannot believe that the president 
of the United. States takes that view 
of this question at all, and I take it 
he knows as well as do the American 
people that the effect and purport of 
those agreements were, that so far as 
capital battleships were concerned, 
and so far only, the United States, 
Great Britain and Japza would by 
common consent, observe a ratio of 
five, five, and three; but that it was 
the end of the competitive navy build- 
ing I wish I could believe. I should 
rejoice if that were its real scope and 
effect, and merely as a first step in 
that direction, I welcome if. 


Are Other Weapons. 


“But the American people should 
not misunderstand, They should know 
that fast cruisers and aireraft and 
submarines have threatened to become 
the undisclosed and hidden battleships 
of the future—that all those remain 
untouched by any agreement that that 
conference achieved. All that I ask is 
that mere partisan exaggeration in 
the midst of a political campaign may 
not lull the American people into a 
security greater than they at present 
enjoy.” 

“There is, first,” he said, “the 
theory deriving historically from Ham- 
iltonian sources, that government is 
the primary function and privilege of 
the rich, the well-born and the able, 
and that the welfare of the mass 
ean best be served by serving the 
prosperity and the comfort and the 
rood fortune ef the few; that if you 
build up by privilege large accumula- 
tions of wealth, if you make the bus:- 
ness of a chosen few prosperous by 
law, of their own good will and pleas- 
ure, out of the overflowing gratitude 
of their hearts, and distribute those 
blessings with their less fortunate 
fellows, good times will reign for all. 

Second Theory is Paternal. 

“The second theory,” he continued, 
“strongly tinctured with — socialisti 
leanings, although denying that it has 
entirely acceded to them, is that 
theory which would expand the activi- 
ties of the yovernment and throw 
them more snd more and more into 
the field occupied by individual enter- 
prise; that in place of the structure 
that has sheltered us and our fathers 
before us for so many enduring years, 
and beneath which we mav hope still 
to live in peace and in safety—that 
in place of that structure a new one 
shall be erected, planned upon castles 
in the air devised only by the arch.- 
tect. : 

Government By All. 

“And there remains a third theory. 
and that the government rests now 
and at all times upon the g¢onsent 
not of part but of all the governed; 
that it is not the function of us 
chosen few either to fill the offices 
or to write the laws, but that the 
foundation of this country rests broad 
and deep on the great principle of 
human equality; the theory that be- 
lieves that no man is good enough 
or wise enough to be trusted with 
unlimited power over his fellows. — 

‘It believes also that liberty can 
only be conserved -in small areas; 
that good government must arise 
from the firesides and the _ hearth- 
stones of the people, and the closer 
it can be kept te those by whom it 
is served, the greater the guaranty 
of honesty and fidelity, and the 
greater the measure of interest the 
citizen will exhibit on local self- 
government, and home rule, with all 
that it means. It is the theory which 
believes that all umnecessary taxa- 
tion is unjust taxation and that the 
government can have but one war- 
rant for invading the property of 
the individual citizen. 

Asks Full Support of South. 

“T need not name to you the party 
that professes these principles. I 
need. not exhort you to continued fi- 
delity, such fidelity as you have al- 
ways shown: but I venture to ex- 
press the hope thut this year the peo- 
ple of Tennessee and the people of 
all the south will rise. and by united 
and overwhelming voice pledge to 
them again'their allegiance. 

“T hope that on that day of the 
assembly there may be no abstention, 
there may be no necessity to count 
the absentees and mourn because they 
are not registered, but that the full 
weight of the manhood and woman- 
hood of the south will be cast again in 
the scales of honesty, of justice and 
of right.” 

Drawing parallels between the pe- 
riods of Andrew Jackson and Wood- 
row Wilson, Mr. Davis challenged any 
man to read the history of Jackson 
and the history of the United States 
from 1913 to 1921 without realizing 
that his spirit lived again in the frail 
form of Woodrow Wilson. 

“From these biographies we may 
draw.” Mr. Davis said, “the test of 
measure of our present duty. That 
is the purpose for which the lives of 
great men are remembered. And that 
is the reason we set them up as great 
milestones on the path of human prog- 
ress to which we may look from time 
to time to see the advance of retro- 
gression we have made. 

“TI said something to you in pass- 
ing of the period from 1913 to 1921 
and it lives with such fresh vividness 
in your memory that I need not take 
your time to recount the great events 
with which it was filled, the great 
series of heneficent laws smread upon 
the statute books and blessing all 
classes and all sections of this eoun- 
try. A great financial reform, second 
in consequence only to the destruction 
of the United States bank by Andrew 
Jackson for as he broke the shackles 
of financial monopoly, so did Wood- 
row Wilson build on an enduring 
foundation a financial structure #/ 
secure that no monopolistic hand could 
ever close upon it.”

RULE IS UPHELD 


Washington, October 20.—The su- 
preme court today in passing upon a 
ease from Texas, in which is was 
charged negroes were excluded by the 
democratic executive committee, of 
Houston, from voting in a primary 
election, declared that the state 
courts had acted properly in refusing 
to grant an injunction. 

The right to vote at primary elec- 
tions is not a question over whieh 
the courts have jurisdiction. the <u- 
preme court held. 

“If the case stood here as it stood 
before the court of first instance,” 
the court said in an opinion delivered 
by Justice Holmes, “it would present 
a gruve question of constitutional 
law and we should be astute to avoi-l 
hindrances in the way of taking it 
up. But that is not the situation. 

“The rule promulgated by the dem- 
ocratic executive committee was ‘or 
a single election only that had ‘taken 
place long before the decision of the 
appellate court. No _ constitutional 
rights of the plaintiff. in error were 
infringed by holding that this cause 
of action ceased to exist. The bill 
was for an injunction that could not 
have been granted at that time, 
There was no constitutional obliga- 
tion to extend the remedy beyond 
what was’ prayed. The _ appellate 
court held that at the date of its de- 
cision, months after the election, ‘the 
cause of action had ceased to exist’.”’ 

It was on that ground that the 
supreme ¢ourt affirmed the decision 
of the lower court.
